Canned and dried fruits and vege­ 
tables constitute a considerable item 
in the living-expense bill of the av­ 
erage American family.

gets these products at their first cost, 
thus saving the huge profits of several 
dealers 
and 
high 
transportation 
charges, but can divert the entire 
amount that would go out of the 
farm income for their purchase to 
other needful purposes.

There are said to have* been 129,- 
931 farms in Texas at the time the 
1920 census was taken that did not 
have a hog. Yet bacon and lard are 
an absolute necessity in every one’s 
kitchen, save the orthodox Jew. Most 
farms could profitably care for a 
brood sow. but none can be entirely 
without a pig without paying the pen­ 
alty in an economic loss. The kitchen 
slops, the garden waste, a little grain, 
plus a little care and labor to raise 
a pig—just one pig—means a supply 
of pork in season and a year’s sup­ 
ply of pur*\ wholesome lard at al­ 
most no appreciable cost. 
Why do
